DEFEAT OF THE GOVERNMENT. | 


MAJORITY OF 72 FOR LABOUR AMENDMENT. 


HISTORIC PARLIAMENTARY DEBATE. — 


_ (Reuter’s Service.) 


: London, January, 21. 
“Tn the House af Commons, the Government was defeated, the 
Labour amendment to the Address being adopted by 328 votes to 256, 

In the House of Commons, cries of “Speech” at question time, 
when ardent.members pressed supplementary questions, murked the 
impatience of members to reach the final stages of the decisive 
debate, which was resumed by Sir Joan Simon. 

Sir John described the proceedings g¥ not an execution of the 
Government but a8 an inquest. Referring to the Labour Party he 
was exhorted by Ministerialists to call them the Socialist Party and 
he did so amid loud back-bench Labour cheers. He said he would 
continue to support Liberal measures and oppose unliberal measures 

as proposed by Labour, declaring that the verdict of the elections 
showed. that the country was 85 firmls opposed to Socialism as it 
eas to Protection, but that’s vast majority favoured a new spirit in 
the Government. . ° 

Mr. Austen Chamberlain said that Sir John Simon's speech had 
reminded hin of the dog who “to gain his private ends went mad 
and bit a man."—(Loud laughter. Nobody would be in the Social- 
ixt camp sooner than Sir John Simon when that camp became 
popular.--( Ministerial cheers). Mr. Chamberlain predicted that 
Mr. Asquith would be the last Liberal Premier of the country and 
that the next election would be a vote between Labour and Canser- 
vative. 

- To Relieve Unemployment. 

Miss Margaret Bondfield, ina maiden speech, said that the argue 
ments of Sir John Simon and Mr. Austen Chamberlain had little vo 
do with the paramount question of unemployment. She. proceeded 
to attack the Government for failing to deal therewith. 

Colonel Amery dealt’ with the Government's special program me 

Y of naval construction with a view to relieving unemployment in the 
ship-building centres. Jt was proposed to lay down immediately 
eight light cruisers of 10,000 tons and armed with eight-inch guns, 
three of which would be built in the Royal Dockyarda. and the re- 
mainder submitted to tender. In addition to this special unemploy- 
ment programme, this year's programme included three submarines 
and one’submarine depot ship. two destroyers and “one destroyer 
depot ship. two gunboats for special service in the Persian Gulf, one 
hircraft carrier and one mine lager, all urgently reeded, The whole 

programme would employ 22,000 men ané involve a special addition 
of five millions sterling to the navy estimates. He was confident 
that the present Opposition was not indifferent to the needs of naval} 
security and the .urgent situation in tae shipbui dims yards but 
wenld give the proposals its prompt and sympathetic consideration 
when Parliament re-assembled. a

A Kowfoon case which came 
into the Police Court yesterday.

It was One in which a 
Chinesa was charged with house- 
breaking at the premises of the 
MaryKnoll Mission, the prosecut- 
ing police officer stating that 
the man was seen by a servant 
in the act of breaking the tock 
of the door. The aecused way 
tater chased- and caught by a 
European, bot because the police 
officer to whom the’ latter banded 
over! the accused was not present 
in Court, Mr. J. R. Wood saw fii 
to discharge the man. 
facta are a3 reported, we can 
only marvel at tha magistrate’s 
outlook. At the most, the absent 
police officer could only depose 
to receiving the accused «from 
the European who managed to 
catch him; he could give 
no evidence ~ bearing on 
the guilt, or otherwise 
of the prisoner. Presumably the 
police wera ready tocall evidence 
ofa vital character, inckuding that 
of the ,servant who says he 
actually saw the man attempting 
to get into the house. But be- 
cause, for reasons which .we do 
not know, one of the police 
officers concerned in the case was 
absent, the magistrate ordered 
the man’s discharge. If Mr. 
Wood's. desire was to insist on 
the necessity of the officer’s 


~ 1 presence, he could have remanded 


the case for that purpose and told 
the officer what he thought of his 
absence when’ the case. was first 
called. But to decline to hear the 
case and acquit a possibly guilty 
man on such a trivial point 
appears to us little short of non- 
sensical, We make these com- 
ments-on-the presumption that 
the facts were as reported, in 
which event we can see no 
possible. justification for the 
action taken. 


Unification by Force. 
Force, far from bringing about
